Running to Type 


J. Rukin Jelks, Arizona rancher, has 
been a prominent Quarter Horse breeder 
and owner for several years. Most of his 
success in Quarter Horse racing probably 
may be attributed to Piggin String, an 
Ariel horse with the blocky. heavily- 
muscled hind quarters needed for short 
racing. 

At the 1954 Del Mar sales. Jelks bought 
his first Thoroughbred racing prospect. 
Miss Todd, a filly by Your Host—Rosella, 
by War Relic. Jelks felt that Miss Todd 
resembled a good Quarter Horse. Show- 
ing early speed in all of her races, Miss 
Todd won 7 of 8 starts at 2 and earned 
$71,585. 

Jelks returned to the 1956 Del Mar 
sales, where he made one purchase, a colt 
by *Windy City IIl—Shadows Fall. by 
Ariel, “The colt is a perfect Quarter Horse 
type and strongly resembles Piggin 
String.” Jelks remarked at the sales (The 
Blood-Horse of September 8, page 671). 

The colt was named Old Pueblo. In his 
first start, a 3-furlong dash at Santa Anita 
Park on January 4, Old Pueblo took the 
lead at the start, increased his margin 
steadily, and won by 8 lengths. His time 
was :33, with the first quarter in :22.

Match Out 


Miami. Hilton Dabson, owner and 
trainer of Nance’s Lad. had been keen 
for a match between his colt and Decath- 
len, but this week the prospects looked 
dim indeed. 

Decathlon, 1956 sprint champion, had 
won the Tropical Inaugural under 126 
pounds in 1:0315. equaling the world 
record for 51% furlongs. He then won the 
Coral Gables Handicap, carrying 130 
pounds over the 6-furlong distance in 
1:0925. equaling the track record. In 
both races he was eased at the finish. 

Francis Dunne, Tropical racing secre- 
tary. went up to 133 pounds for Decathlon 
in the New Year’s Handicap, and trainer 
Rollie Shepp accepted the assignment 
calmly. Four days before the race Shepp 
commented, “I don’t know if [ll start him 
or not. Can't tell what’ll happen between 
now and the race. I can scratch him 40 
minutes before post time, you know. I’m 
not looking to break my horse down.” 

Decathlon started. all right. He took 
the lead out of the gate, opened up 2 
lengths on Supreme Joy, and romped 
home, again equaling the track record of 
1:0925. Willie Hartack was looking over 
his shoulder throughout the stretch, idly 
watching the battle for second money. 
The margin was 114 lengths over fast- 
closing Gray Phantom—but it could 
have been 10 lengths. 

Shepp later revealed that he had told 
Villie to hit Decathlon one time at the 
start. “I assume he did, he rides to 


orders.” Shepp said. “One time was 
enough, though.” 
Dabson, angling for a match race 


against Decathlon, had sent out Nance’s 
Lad 2 days before the New Year’s Hand- 
lap. Starting for the first time since 
winning the Toboggan Handicap at Bel- 
mont on May 14, Nance’s Lad carried 
118 pounds and ran 6 furlongs in 1:0944 
o win by 114 lengths over Dark Ruler. 
He was in hand throughout the stretch 
run, 
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As soon as Nance’s Lad had romped 
home, Sau! Silberman, president of Trop- 
ical Park. announced he would offer $10.- 
000 for a Decathlon-Nance’s Lad match 
race. After Decathlon ran his big race, 
Silberman boosted his offer to $25,000. 


Dabson was eager for the match; 


Shepp wouldn’t be cornered. 

“It’s Mr. Dienst’s horse.” Shepp said. 
“We'll do what he decides. I know we 
can’t run a match race and then go in the 
Hialeah Inaugural . . . it’s too close. The 
Inaugural’s for $20.000. don’t forget.” 

Should the match come off, though, 
Shepp knew in advance the winner. “My 
horse can beat that other one.” he said. 

The match race hung fire until owner 
Dienst arrived at Tropical on Saturday, 
January 5. After conferring with — his 
trainer Dienst decided to pass up the 
match in favor of the Inaugural. for 
which Nance’s Lad also is a_ probable 
starter,

after each loser. The fans even booed him 
after he won with Longleat. 

Later that day. after 2 more losers, Har- 
tack took the mount on Switch On, the 
9-5 favorite in the $25.000-added Robert 
E. Lee Handicap. This looked like an ex- 
cellent spot to get back in stride, but it 
didn’t work out that way. Switch On broke 
alertly, was third as the field hit the club 
house turn. That was as far as Hartack 
got. Switch On, in close quarters much 
of the way. finished sixth. 

The winner was Gray Phantom, Wheat- 
ley Stable’s 4-year-old gray colt by *Am- 
biorix—Grey Flight. Ridden by Sidney 
Cole. Gray Phantom raced in third place 
down the backstretch. made his move on 
the far turn, and was 3 in front by the 
time he hit the stretch.

Gray Phantom ran the 1; miles in 
1:4224. one-fifth of a second slower than 
the track record. Helfast finished fast to 
be second, a neck in front of Flight His- 
tery, the early leader. 


Blistered Needles 


Bonnie Heath, one of the owners of 
Needles. said at his home in Ocala that 
Needles had been blistered on his left 
ankle and that the ankle was_ healing 
slowly. 

“It is unlikely that Needles will be 
ready for a teugh race like the Widener 
on February 23.” he said. 

In Miami, however, trainer Hugh Fon- 
taine had other ideas; “but as is the case 
with any horse, I can’t guarantee it. It 
all depends how he responds to training.” 

Needles, stabled at Hialeah Park, has 
not galloped over the racing strip since 
his arrival here. He has been out of 
training since July.”

Argentinian 


Los Anceves. As the future-book fa- 
vorite at 4-1 to win the coming $135.000 
Santa Anita Handicap. *Holandes II has 
been the center of attention since the 
start of the winter meeting. This is the 
colt that D. B. Wood, who is in the can- 
ning business in the rich farming country 
that surrounds Lodi. Calif.. bought for 
$99,000 just an hour or so before he won 
the recent Bay Meadows Handicap. 


*Holandes II is now owned by Wood, , 


Carl De Benedetti, and Bob Roberts, and 
the paddock and lovely walking ring at 
Santa Anita Park were unusually crowded 
when the 4-year-old Argentine ace made 
his first start of the season in the Sunny- 
slope Farm Purse. 

At the wire *Holandes II had only a 
half-length over For Eternity, but it ap- 
peared as though he was out for little 
more than a gallop. Jockey Willie Shoe- 
maker kept him well out in the middle 
of the track. which was “good” following 
an overnight rain. and never at any time 
did he really let *Holandes II run. At the 
top of the home stretch, Shoemaker 
flicked him once with the whip. but ex- 
plained later he was afraid that For Eter- 
nity, racing on the inside. might bother 
his mount. In the last sixteenth. Shoe- 
maker had ‘*Holandes II well in hand. 

“He’s a good colt... but still 
green,” said Shoemaker after the race. 
Roberts agrees that the colt needs educa- 
tion more than anything else at this 
stage of his career. 

*Holandes II bears a striking similarity 
to *Kayak II. He is brown, with a snip 
of white on his forehead, and stands about 
16 hands and weighs about 1.050 pounds. 

Before the race. Roberts was asked if 
he thought the “good” track would make 
any difference to *Holandes II. 

“That is one of the things we want to 
find out about him.” Bob said. “If he’s 
really a good horse, it won't. Good horses 
don’t have to carry their race tracks with 
them, and who knows what the track will 
be like on handicap Gay?” 

The State of Washington had a big hand 
in the Los Feliz Stakes and the San Pas- 
qual Handicap, which featured the same 
day’s card later in the afternoon. 
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Sir William. a son of the dead Rover, 
captured the Los Feliz in a 4-horse blanket 
finish. Battle Dance. owned by the Jenni- 
linda stables. of Seattle, and trained by 
Joe H. Boyce. of Kent. Wash.. took care 
of the San Pasqual. 

Sir William is Washington-bred as well 
as Washington-owned. He was foaled at 
Mr. and Mrs. Herb Armstrong’s 3.385- 
acre Valley Farm at Harrington. About 
300 acres of the farm are devoted to 
horses, and on this acreage the Armstrongs 
have raised the last 2 Los Feliz winners— 
Johnie Mike and Sir William. Rover. the 
sire of both of these colts, stood at Valley 
Farm until he died in 1955. 

Battle Dance is a son of Bolero, and 
his time of 1:4215 was the fastest 1,1; 
miles at Santa Anita in 2 years. 

During the Hollywood Park meeting 
last summer, Battle Dance was claimed 
by John A. Frankie and Elias M. Solomon. 
of Seattle. for $17.500. The claim was 
made for them by trainer Cecil Jolly. an- 
other native of Washington, but since Jolly 
was not going to campaign at Longacres 
the colt was turned over to Boyce. The 
latter had worked for a while as a groom 


under the late Allen Drumheller. ‘rubbed 
Galla Damion. and now is regarded as 
one of the leading trainers in the North. 
west. Boyce owns a ranch at Kent. only 
a few miles from Longacres, where he 
stands Floating Mine. a son of Depth 
Charge. 

Frankie parlayed a $3,500 parking lo 
in Seattle into extensive realty holdings, 
and Solomon is a stock broker. 

Lightly weighted at 110 pounds and 
ably rated by George Taniguchi. Battle 
Dance was never headed in the San Paz. 
qual. Terrang, Blessbull, and *Poona 
all made bids that Battle Dance turned 
back easily in the first 6 furlongs. Swing. 
ing into the home stretch, Taniguchi let 
Battle Dance go, and he opened a 2-length 
lead that was just too much for Honeys 
Alibi to overcome in the drive to the wire. 
Battle Dance lasted to win by a neck, with 
Porterhouse. not too effective in the going, 
forced to settle for third, 3 lengths back, 

“If its muddy on handicap day.” Boyce 
announced after the Pasqual, “we're going 
to try “em again. They just don’t come 
any gamer than this little horse.”

lions for $10.300. 

Top price among the broodmares was 
the $45.000 which Clark Horse Agency. 
bidding for an undisclosed buyer. paid for 
Miss Traffic. a high-class half-sister to 
Hasty Road and Traffic Judge. Duntreath 
Farm paid $42.000 for Lurline B., whose 
1954 yearling. Nalur. sold for $86,000 at 
the Keeneland summer sale. 

Miss Traffic’s colt by Roman topped the 
yearling sale. going to J. T. Skinner, agent 
for Paul Mellen’s Rokeby Stable. for $35.- 
000. Greentree Stud spent $26.009 for a 
Bois Roussel—* Mah Iran filly. a sister to 
Migoli and Star of Iran and a half-sister 
to *Moondust II. She was consigned by 
the Mooers estate and H. H. Mundy. 

Two of the broodmares. Rosella and 
Char’s Brat, and the 2-year-old filly Traffic 
Way were withdrawn from the sale on 
advice of a veterinarian. The mares. both 
barren, will be bred and sold later, prob- 
ably at public auction. Traffic Way. 
which had injured a shoulder early in 
life but was being saved for breeding 
purposes, had hurt a tendon shortly before 


the sale. and it was decided to keep her 
at the farm for treatment. She will be sold 
privately. 

The 13 stallion shares were sold with 
the understanding that the syndicates had 
the right to match the top bids.
